To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

Gentlemen. 

I  liave  the  honour  to  submit  my  sixth  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
1935. 

The  re  housing  of  tenants  from  Areas  dealt  with  under 
the  Housing  Act  of  1930  has  appropriated  a  good  deal  of  the 
Department’s!  time  throughout  the  year.  For  generations 
slum  dwellings  have  been  the  bugbear  of  sanitary  progress; 
with  their  elimination  an  improved  standard  of  life,  both 
mental,  physical  and  moral  may  be  confidently  expected 
amongst  that  section  of  the  population  which  has  been 
struggling  for  generations  against  the  evil  influence  of  its 
environments.  Three  Clearance  Areas  have  been  dealt  with 
and  a.  large  number  of  individual  houses.  The  improved 
conditions  under  which  the  displaced  tenants  are  now  living 
is  manifestly  reflected  in  their  improved  health  and 
demeanour.  The  collateral  work  of  disinfestation  which  has 
been  carried  out,  along  with  slum  clearance,  gives  every 
satisfaction,  and  1  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  on  the 
complete  co-operation  between  the  staff  and  the  tenants  con¬ 
cerned.  The  disinfestation  station  at  Marley  was  extended  to 
provide  further  accommodation  for  the  drying- out  of  bedding 
and  soft  goods  after  treatment  in  the  disinfector.  For  these 
facilities,  acknowledgement  is  due  to  the  Highways  Com¬ 
mittee. 

The  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department 
continues  to  show  steady  progress,  in  spite  of  a  diminution 
in  the  total  number  of  births.  This  figure  has  reflected  itself 
in  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
attending  the  Clinics,  though  the  total  number  of  attendances 
shows  a  higher  figure  than  last  year.  The  Toddlers’  Clinics 
are  becoming  increasingly  popular,  as  is  indicated  by  increased 
attendances.  The  number  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
who  died  during  the  year  is  slightly  greater  than  that  of  the 
previous  year,  and  it  is  disappointing  to  have  to  record  the  loss 
of  five  mothers  who  died  as  a  result  of  childbirth.  With  care 
and  attention  in  anticipation  of  their  confinement  the  lives 
of  these  mothers  might  have  been  saved. 

Building  operations  were  commenced  on  the  new 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  which  is  to  replace  the 
old  Clinic  demolished  for  the  town’s1  improvement  purposes. 

Infectious  sickness  did  not  provide  any  unusual  feature, 
although  the  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  last  year  was  somewhat 
disconcerting.  The  conditions  of  things  in  this  respect  has 
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now  returned  to  normality.  An  outbreak  of  suspected  food 
poisoning  occurred  during  the  last  month  of  the  year,  bid 
after  very  careful  investigation  remained  unexplained.  The 
Keighley,  Bingley  and  Shipley  Joint  Hospital  Board  has 
provided  two  pavilions  at  their  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
at  Morton  Banks  for  the  accommodation  of  cases  of  Puerperal 
Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurring  in  the  area  of  the 
contributory  authorities.  This  arrangement  is  more  con 
venielit  than  hitherto,  whereby  accommodation  was  provided 
by  this  Authority  in  agreement  with  the  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
Halifax.  During  the  year,  a  second  appeal  was  made  to 
parents  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  for  having  their 
children  protected  against  Diphtheria,  and  a  further  number 
of  children  were  immunised  as  a  result. 

Trade  throughout  the  town’s  main  industries  materially 
improved,  and  the  scheme  whereby  unemployed  underwent  a 
twelve  weeks’  course  of  training  at  various  instructional 
centres,  commends  itself  also  as  a  means  of  improving  the 
men’s  physical  condition  and  combating  the  demoralising 
effect  of  long  periods  of  unemployment. 

The  Public  Abattoir  is  in  need  of  additional  accommoda¬ 
tion,  and  a  scheme  wa's  considered  and  approved  in  principle. 
In  view,  however,  of  the  possible  extension  of  the  Borough 
boundary  this  matter  was  postponed  pending  more  definite 
information.  The!  centralisation  of  slaughtering  means  that 
the  bulk  of  the  Borough’s  meat  supply  is  produced  under  the 
most  modern  and  hygienic  conditions  which  the  Local 
Authority  is  able  to  provide. 

Concerning  food  inspection  and  the  supervision  of 
premises  where  foodstuffs  are  sold  or  are  in  preparation  for 
sale,  milk  and  meat  are  the  principal  commodities.  Of  the 
former,  the  standard  of  cleanliness!  is  steadily  improving. 
75.6%  of  the  samples  obtained  were  found  on  Bacteriological 
examination  to  be  of  Grade  “A”  standard.  Meat  in  shops  is 
regularly  inspected,  whether  it  is  produced  in  the  Borough 
or  emanates  from  outside  sources.

A.— NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  population,  according*  to  the  Registrar Estimate  for 
1935  is  40,000,  which  figure  has  been  used  for  statistical 
purposes'  in  this  report.  The  Area  is  3,902  acres. 

The  estimated  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  12,122.  The 
rateable  value  is  £258,261,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a  Penny 
Rate,  £980.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1934  were  £257,240 
and  £960  respectively. 

Principal  Industries. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Labour  Exchange 
for  the  following  details  in  relation  to  the  state  of  the  town’s 
industries. 

Unemployment  remained  fairly  stationary  until  the 
commencement  of  April,  1935,  from  which  date  a  definite 
improvement  set  in,  the  figure  falling  steadily  throughout  the 
whole  year  from  3,100  at  the  end  of  March,  1935,  tO'  1,474  at 
the  beginning  of  November,  1935,  since  which  date  the  number 
fluctuated  from  1,500  to  1,900  as  a  result  of  continued  bad 
weather  adversely  affecting  outdoor  workers. 

The  improvement  has  been  most  noticeable  in  the  town’s 
two  chief  industries,  namely  engineering  and  worsted  spinning 
and  weaving.  The:  year  1935  appears  to  be  the  best  since  1924 
so  far  as  employment  is  concerned,  and  skilled  operatives 
were  difficult  to  obtain.  There  was  also  a  dearth  of  juveniles 
for  all  classes  of  labour. 

Several  families  were  transferred  to  the  district  from 
depressed  areas:  under  the  Government’s  Industrial  Trans¬ 
ference  Scheme.  These  families  have  settled  and  are  doing 

well. 

Wages  in  the  engineering  and  building  industries  were 
increased  during  the  year,  the  former  by  2/-  per  week  and  the 
latter  by  Jd.  per  hour. 

Welfare  work  for  the  unemployed  has  continued,  and 
excellent  occupational  work  was  done  by  men  attending  the 
Friends’  Oentre  in  High  Street.  Many  of  the  articles  there 
made  received  awards  at  an  exhibition  of  such  work  from  all 
centres,  held  at  Wakefield. 
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A  number  of  men  spent  practically  the  whole  of  the 
Summer  in  clamp ,  and  10  were  privileged  to  have  an  extra  week 
at  the  seaside.  This  centre  has  since  been  taken  over  by  Toe 

“H”. 

Unemployed  men  have  also  undergone  a  twelve  weeks’ 
course  of  training  at  Government  instructional  centres  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  The  training  consisted  of 
afforestation,  road-making,  etc.  The  improvement  in  the 
physical  condition  of  the  men  following  the  course,  speaks 
highly  for  the  establishment  of  such  centres.  Classes  for  the 
unemployed  have  been  continued  both  at  the  Technical  College 
and  the  School  of  Art  and  Crafts. 

The  girls’  club  continued  to  flourish,  the  number  enrolled 
being  in  the  region  of  GOO.  The  premises  used  are  working 
to  capacity  and  more  accommodation  is  necessary  to  meet  the 
demand. 


Vital  Statistics, 

Births. — The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  520, 
of  which  264  were  males  and  262  females.  Of  these,  illegitimate 
births  totalled  18,  of  which  10  were  males  and  8  females.  The 
birth  rate  is  13.1,  compared  with  13.9,  13.2  and  12.9  in  the 
previous  three  successive  years.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate, 
which  is  recorded  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  birth  rate,  works 
out  at  2.8.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1934  was  2.7,  for 
1933  2.9,  and  for  1932  3.4.  Still  births  totalled  21,  as  against 
33  for  the  year  1934. 

Deaths . — The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  14.5,  compared 
with  13.4  for  1934.  The  death  rate  for  1933  and  1932  was  14.9 
and  14.1  respectively. 


Street  Accidents. 


With  the  increasing  importance  of  street  accidents  as  a 
cause  of  death  amongst  the  general  population,  I  include  a 
reference  here.  There  were  three  fatal  road  accidents  occurr¬ 
ing  within  the  Borough,  the  corresponding  figure  for  1934 
being  three,  and  seven  for  1933. 
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Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  is  41, 
as  compared  with  36,  32  and  65  for  the  last  three  successive 
years,  the  infant  mortality  rate  being  79.5  per  1,000  births 
registered,  the  rates  for  the  last  three  successive  years  were 
63.9,  58.1  and  124.3. 

The  number  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  homes  and 
institutions  in  the  town  is  :  births  248  or  42.8%,  deaths  197 
or  37.5%  of  the  total  registered. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  number  of  women  in  the  Borough  dying  directly  as  a 
result  of  childbirth  was  5,  corresponding  to  a  rate  of  9.5  per 
1,000  births,  as  compared  with  1  during  the  year  1934  and  6 
during  the  year  1933. 


General  Observations. 

32  or  5.5%  of  the  total  deaths  were  certified  by  the 
Coroner.  There  were  28  uncertified  deaths;  this  figure 
representing  4.8%  of  the  total  deaths  registered. 

For  the  past  three  years:,  1932,  1933  and  1934,  the  natural 
increase  or  decrease  per  1,000  population  was  minus  1.2,  minus 
1.7  and  plus  .5.  This  year  shows  a  decrease  of  minus  1.0. 

The  amount  of  poor  relief  administered  totalled  £18,589, 
as  against  £18,480  for  the  year  1934,  showing  an  increase  of 

£109.

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B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES  WITHIN  THE  BOROUGH. 

1. — Hospitals  Provided  in  the  Borough. 

There  are  two  hospitals  within  the  Borough  area,  the 
Keighley  and  District  Victoria  Hospital,  a;  voluntary  institu¬ 
tion,  and  the  County  Hospital,  under  the  control  of  the  West 
Riding  County  Council.  The  Victoria  Hospital  does  not  admit 
maternity  cases,  other  than  those  in  which  complications  have 
arisen.  The  County  Hospital  provides  13  maternity  beds.  It 
does  not  make  any  provision  for  private  patients  other  than 
maternity  cases,  for  which  ten  beds  are  available.  Both 
hospitals  are  staffed  by  general  practitioners. 

Fever  Hospitals. — The  Keighley  Corporation  is  at  con¬ 
stituent  member  of  the  Keighley;  Bingley  and  Shipley  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  and  accommodation  is  reserved  for  infectious 
diseases  at  its  hospital  at  Morton  Banks.  During  the  year, 
the  following  cases  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  from  the 
Borough  :  —

The  hospital  is  available  for  the  admission  of  the  following 
diseases: — Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  and  Para- 
Typhoid  Fever,  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Cerehro-  Spinal 
Meningitis,  Whooping  Cough,  Erysipelas,  and,  when  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  concerned,  Influenza, 
Pneumonia  and  Measles.  Arrangements  were  made  during 
the  year  for  the  admission  of  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and 
Puerperal  Pyrexia. 


Smallpox  Hospitals 


. — Three  hospitals  are  available  under 


the  jurisdiction  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board ;  no  case  occurred 
during  the  year. 
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Tuberculosis  Sanatoria. — The  treatment  of  eases  of 
Tuberculosis  comes  within  the  purview  of  the  West  Riding- 
County  Council  and  any  cases  are  disposed  of  through  the 
Regional  Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary,  Skipton  Road,  Keighley. 

Maternity  Hospitals. — The  Corporation  does  not  maintain 
a  Maternity  Hospital.  Cases  of  this  nature  are  sent  to  the 
County  Hospital.  During  the  year  2G0  confinements  took 
place  in  this  hospital  among  patients  admitted  from  within 
the  Borough  Area. 

Children's  Hospitals. — There  is  no  special  hospital  for 
children.  Cases  requiring  treatment  are  admitted  to  the 
Victoria  Hospital  or  the  County  Hospital,  according  to 
circumstances. 


2.— Ambulance  Facilities. 


For  infectious  cases,  two  motor  ambulances  are  maintained 
by  the  Keighley,  Bingley  and  Shipley  Jointtiospital  for  use 
within  the  areai  served.  For  non-infectious  cases,  two  motor 
ambulances  are  maintained  at  the  Fire  Station  and  are  avail¬ 
able  free  for  accidents,  otherwise  a  charge  is  made  according 
to  mileage,  which  charge  may  be  remitted  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Health  Committee. 


3,— Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. — There  are  two 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  serving  the  Borough,  at 
which  consultation  and  treatment  are  available  (see  later). 
There  are  no  Day  Nurseries  or  Nursery  Schools.  Arrange¬ 
ments  are  in  operation  whereby  cases  for  whom  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee  assume  responsibility  may  be 
treated  at  the  School  Clinic.  The  extent  of  treatment  at  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  is  limited  to  simple 
measures  and]  includes  such  cases  as  need  only  to  be  seen  once 
a  week. 

School  Clinic. — See  Annual  Report  of  School  Medical 
Officer. 
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Dental  Clinic. — A  complete  Dental  Service  is  now  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Education  Committee  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  School  Dental  Surgeon.  By  arrangement 
between  the  Education  Committee  and  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  this  clinic  undertakes  prosthetic 
dental  treatment  for  expectant  mothers.  The  financial 
circumstances  of  all  applicants  for  treatment  are  duly  investi¬ 
gated  by  the  Milk  and  Dental  Sub-Committee  and  contribu¬ 
tions  fixed  accordingly.  The  contributions  are  collected  at 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic. — A  specialist  surgeon  visits  the 
School  Clinic  at  three  monthly  intervals  for  the  examination 
of  orthopaedic  cases  both  ot  school  and  under  school  age.  On 
his  recommendation  they  are  either  treated  locally  or  admitted 
to  the  Yorkshire  Children’s  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Kirbymoor- 
side,  for  surgical  treatment. 

An  orthopaedic  after-care  clinic  has  been  developed  where 
corrective  exercises  for  postural  defects  are  carried  out  and 
exercises  specially  prescribed  for  cases  which  have  received 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  visiting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 
The  clinic  is  well  equipped  and  the  after-care  is  carried  out 
under  the  supervision  of  a  specially  qualified  lady,  who  is 
also  supervisor  of  Physical  Education  under  the  Education 
Committee.  Her  work  in  this  connection  is  voluntary. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. — Cases  of 
Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  provided  for  by  the 
West  Biding  County  Council  and  full  details  are  presented  in 
the  annual  report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  A  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Clinic  and  a  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  under  County 
administration  operate  in  the  Borough. 

4.— Professional  Nursing. 

There  are  no  professional  nurses  maintained  by  the 
Sanitary  Authority,  for  general  or  infectious  diseases.  The 
Keighley  and  District  Nursing  Association,  however,  carry 
out  excellent  work,  independent  of  municipal  control,  and 
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maintain  two  district  nurses  who  minister  on  voluntary  lines 


to  the  nursing  needs  of  the  Borough. 


This  Association  works 


in  co-operation  with  the  local  health  services  and  their  Nurses 
are  always  available  for  cases  of  Pneumonia.  The  Local 
Authority  maintains  two  School  Nurses  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Education  Committee  and  two  Health  Visitors,  who  are 
servants  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 


5,— Midwives. 


The  West  Hiding 


County  Council  is  the  local  supervising 


authority  under  the  Mid  wives  Act,  1902  to  1918. 


6.- — Laboratory  Work. 

Arrangements  are  in  operation  with  the  Director  of 
the  Clinical  Laboratory,  0,  Victoria  Avenue,  Harrogate, 
whereby  the  Town’s  water  supply  is  periodically  examined 
bacteriologically.  As  a  working  basis  these  examination  take 
place  every  month,  and  at  more  frequent  intervals  should  the 
water  show  evidence  of  contamination. 


The  majority  of  the  bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Bacteriologist,  County  Hall,  Wakefield,  who  also 
examines  material  taken  from  cases  of  infectious  diseases  where 


diagnostic  confirmation  is  desired.  Milk  Samples  are 


similarly  examined  by  the  County  Bacteriologist  (see 
“Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk”  in  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report).  The  following  pathological  samples  were 


sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  from  the  Borough  of  Keighley 
(including  Institutions)  during  the  year  1935  :

Bacteriological  Outfits  specially  designed  for  the  collection 
of  pathological  material  are  available,  on  application  at  the 
Offices  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Messrs.  Sneed’s, 
Chemists,  Keighley,  are  authorised  to  keep  on  hand  a  fresh 
supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti  toxin  and  T.A.F.  prophylactic  for 
the  use  of  medical  men,  who  may  be  supplied  at  the  expense 
of  the  Local  Authority ;  this  service  has  been  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated,  and  utilised  to  the  benefit  of  the  town.

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1026. 

Visited  188  premises.  Approximately  47  visits  each 
quarter.  Total  of  dairy  cattle  examined,  2,072.  1,864  giving 

milk  and  208  dry.  Bulk  samples  taken  by  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  have  been  returned  in  live  instances  as  containing 
tubercle  bacilli.  Each  report  has  been  investigated,  with 
positive  result  in  one  case.  The  source  of  infection  was  traced 
to  a  particular  cow,  and  this  was  dealt  with  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order.

9. — Schools. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  a  separate  report  on  the  School  Medical  Service 
is  issued  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of 
Education.  The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officer,  thus  providing  co-ordinated 
activities  in  both  these  branches  of  the  Public  Health  Service. 


C.— PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

1.— Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  principal  infectious  diseases  are  appended,  together 
with  the  numbers  notified.  In  this  connection  303  visits  of 
investigation  were  paid  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  and  227  for 
purposes  of  disinfection. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Small -pox  notified,  nor  was  Typhoid 
Fever  known  to  exist  in  the  Borough.  Measles  was  not  made 
notifiable,  although  a  number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  schools. 
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(a)  Measles. — Measles  is  a  disease  more  serious  in  its 
consequences  than  in  itself,  being  as  it  is  the  precursor  of 
respiratory  complaints,  especially  in  children.  It  has  occurred 
sporadically  amongst  the  school  population.  There  were  no 
deaths  in  1935,  asi  compared  with  1  in  1931  and  0  in  1933. 

(b)  Whooping  Dough. — There  was  1  death  from  Whooping 
Cough,  compared  with  0  deaths  in  1934. 

(c)  Scarlet  Fewer. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  00, 
compared  with  189  for  1934  and  245  for  1933.  The  cases 
occurred  more  or  less  sporadically  throughout  the  year.  The 
majority  were  in  children  under  15  years  of  age.  There  were 
no  deaths.  93.8%  of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to 
Hospital.  The  death  rate  was  0.00,  compared  with  0.04  in 
4934  and  0.00  in  1933. 

(d)  Diphtheria. — The  number  of  cases  notilied  was  08,  as 

compared  with  215  in  the  year  1934.  4  deatligi  occurred  and 

98%  of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.  Death 
rate  0.05,  as  compared]  with  0.40  in  1934. 

(e)  Oerebro- Spinal  Fever. — 1  case  was  notified,  compared 
with  1  in  1934. 

(f)  Typhoid  Fever. — No  cases  were  notified  during  the 
year  as  against  none  for  the  year  1934. 

(g)  Zymotic  Enteritis  (Summer  Diarrhoea). — This  disease 
is  not  notifiable,  nor  was  its  notification  asked  for  voluntarily. 
1  death  is  recorded  as  having  occurred  from  Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis  during  the  year. 

(h)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 3  cases  were  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Department,  as  compared  with  1  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  The  cases  were  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitors, 
who  supervised  and  assisted  in  treatment. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  a  tabulated  statement  is  appended  as  follows  :  —

No  action  under  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1925, 
Section  66,  was  found  necessary. 
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(i)  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — During 
1935  3  notifications  of  this  condition  were  received.  5  other 
deaths  were  registered  as  having  been  caused  by  accidents  and 
diseases  of  pregnancy  and  parturition. 

(j)  Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia. — The  noti¬ 
fications  received  numbered  30,  compared  with  31,  28  and  48 
during  the  previous  three  years. 

The  deaths  registered  from  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  were 
43,  and  from  Bronchitis,  etc.,  41. 

The  death  rate  on  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  was  0.75,  com¬ 
pared  with  0.94  for  the  year  1934. 

(k)  Tuberculosis. — The  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  from  private  practitioners,  etc.,  numbered  24.  For 
the  previous  year  the  number  was  30,  and  for  1933  28.  The 
non -pulmonary  cases  notified  numbered  24,  as  compared  with 
17  for  the  previous  year,  and  for  1933  3.  There  is  a  slight 
increase  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis,  and  the  mortality 
from  Pulmonary  also  shows  an  increase,  21  being  the  figure 
for  the  year  under  review,  as  compared  with  12  for  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  and  23  for  the  year  1933.

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3.  — Ante  Natal  Clinic. 

The  attendance  of  expectant  mothers  has  decreased,  the 
figures  being  76  and  67  for  each  Centre  respectively,  compared 
with  a  number  of  98  and  81  for  1934  and  75  and  79  for  1933. 

4. — Milk  Distribution. 

'Certain  well-known  brands  of  dried  milk  have  been  distri¬ 
buted  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Grade  “A”  Milk, 
locally  produced,  is  also  distributed  through  the  kindness  of 
the  Infant  Aid  Society. 

The  total  net  cost  of  dried  milk  distributed  throughout 
the  year  was  £295,  as  compared  with  £497  5s.  6d.  for  tbe 
previous  year  (less  first  six  weeks). 

Milk  distribution  is  under  the  control  of  a  Committee 
which  is  a  Sub -Committee  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee. 

5.- — The  Keighley  Infant  Aid  Society. 

A  great  deal  of  the  success  of  our  work  depends  on  the 
ready  and  unselfish  co-operation  of  this  Society,  and  the  town 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  having  such  a;  body  of  workers  who 
give  their  services  so  unstintingly  in  the  cause  of  Infant 
Welfare. 


E.— SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES. 

1. — Rat  Week. 

Special  activities  were  undertaken  in  connection  with  the 
National  Rat  Week,  from  November  4th  to  9th,  1935,  in 
accordance  with  a  circular  letter  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 


2.— Flag  Day. 

A  Flag  Day  was  organised  on  behalf  of  the  National 
Council  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  the  Keighley 
Infant  Aid  Society.  The  proceeds,  amounting  to  £23  11s.  6d., 
as  compared  with  £30  Os.  2d.  for  the  previous  year,  were  shared 
equally  between  the  two  organisations. 
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Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Sanitary  Department. 


GENERAL. 

WATER. 

The  Keighley  Waterworks  undertaking  is  described  in 
the  Annual  Report  for  1932.  The  Waterworks  Engineer 
(J.  Noel  Wood:,  Esq.,  M.O.,  M. Inst. CL E.)  has  kindly  supplied 
tbe  following  statement  regarding  his  Department :  — 

The  daily  consumption  of  water-  within  the  Borough  and 
Cross  Iloads  area  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1935, 
was  as.  follows  :  — 

For  all  purposes  ...  4G.7  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

For  domestic  and 

unmeasured  purposes  30.1  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

57  samples  of  the  Keighley  water  supply  were  submitted 
by  the  Waterworks  Department,  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  during  the  year,  and  in  every  case  the  quality  of  the 
filtered  and  treated  water  was  completely  satisfactory. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspectors!  made  91  inspections  regarding 
private  supplies  of  water,  in  connection  with  which  0  samples 
were  obtained  for  chemical  analysis  or  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination. 

Appropriate;  action  secured  the  provision  of  town’s  water 
to  57  houses  in  lieu  of  two  polluted  private  supplies  now 
discontinued. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Pollution  of  water-courses  in  the  Borough  is  not  a.  serious 
matter,  as  all  drainage  from  buildings,  with  few  exception, Sr — 
principally  in  outlying  districts — is  discharged  into  the  public 


sewers. 
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The  North  Beck,  in  its  passage  through  Keighley,  has 
been,  from  time  to  time,  a  dump  for  refuse  of  various  kinds, 
but  the  construction  of  a  culvert  over  a  portion  of  the  stream 
in  Westgate  has  minimised  the  trouble  considerably. 

About  1£  miles  up-stream,  the  same  water -course  has  been 
contaminated  by  solid  and  liquid  refuse  from  a  number  of 
piggeries.  During  the  year,  the  Department  co-operated  with 
Inspectors  of  the  West  Riding  Rivers’  Board,  in  suitable 
action. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  no  privately-owned  swimming  pools  in  the 
Borough,  but  the  Keighley  Corporation  own  two  swimming 
baths  of  the  first  and  second  class  types,  particulars  of  which 
have  been  kindly  supplied  by  the  Superintendent  (W.  B.  Dinn, 
Esq.,  M.N.A.B.S.) 

The  holding  capacity  of  the  first-class  bath  is  100,000 
gallons  and  that  of  the  second-class  24,000  gallons.  A  satis¬ 
factory  system  of  filtration  is  in  operation  and  this  is  preceded 
by  straining,  aeration  and  precipitation  processes.  The 
treated  water  then  passes  through  a|  horizontal  filter  of  the 
circular  type,  containing  graded  pure  silica  quartz  sand,  3  ft. 
in  depth,  after  which  it  is  sterilized  and  finally  aerated  before 
being  discharged  into  the  baths. 

An  animoniator  was  installed  in  1935,  to  stabilise  the 
chlorine. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND 
SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

A  description  of  the  sewage  disposal  system  will  be  found 
in  the  Annual  Report  for  1930. 

The  following  particulars  have  been  kindly  furnished  by 
the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  (R.  Courtenay  Gibson, 
Esq.,  A.M.Inst.C.E.). 

1,024  lineal  yards  of  new  sewers  were  laid  in  1935,  and 
1,122  lineal  yards  of  private  streets,  were  surfaced. 
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Your  Inspectorial  Staff  made  47  visits  regarding  sewers 
and  street  gullies,  arising  out  of  which  several  nuisances 
were  abated.  019  drains  were  inspected,  159  of  which  were 
tested  by  water,  colour,  smoke  or  grenade,  according  to  cir¬ 
cumstances.  317  lineal  yards  of  new  drains  were  laid  under 
supervision  of  the  Department,  and  nuisances  arising  from 
71  choked  drains  were  dealt  with.

The  housing  conditions  of  the  working-classes  in  this 
Borough  generally  are  good.  Unsatisfactory  houses  are  being 
dealt  with  under  the  Five  Year  Programme. 

4. — UNHEALTHY  AREAS. 

No  unhealthy  areas  were  represented  to  the  Local 
Authority  during  1935,  but  details  of  three  areas  were  obtained 
ready  for  action  in  the  early  part  of  1936. 

Disinfestation. 

In  order  to  prevent  the  importation  of  bed  bugs  and  other 
vermin  into  Corporation  houses  through  the  medium  of  house¬ 
hold  effects  and  clothing  from  insanitary  houses  dealt  with 
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under  the  slum  clearance  programme,  a  scheme  of  disinfesta¬ 
tion  was  inaugurated  by  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee®, 
details  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1934. 

In  1935  the  effects;  from  145  houses  were  subjected  either 
to  saturated  steam  or  hydrocyanic  acid  gas,  according  to  their 
nature,  and  the  548  inhabitants;  from  those  houses  passed 
through  the  baths  at  the  Disinfestation  Station.

OUTWORKERS. 

During  the  year,  lists  of  outworkers  were  submitted  by 
three  employers  in  the  Borough,  showing  the  employment  of 
sixteen  persons,  two  of  whom  resided  outside  the  district.  The 
premises  concerned  were  visited  and  found  satisfactory. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  fouling  of  the  atmosphere  is  chiefly  by  smoke  from 
industrial  and  domestic  chimneys.  Of  the  former,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  some  control  by  the  application  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts  and  the  Local  Bye-Law.  In  this  respect  271  observations 
were  made  of  factory  chimneys,  but  only  1  contraventions1  of 
the  Bye-Law  were  noted,  a  result  reflecting  credit  on  the 
factory  owners  and  the  men  in  the  boiler-houses. 

But  the  bigger  offender  of  the  two  types  of  chimney  is  the 
one  at  private  dwelling-houses,  the  smoke  from  which  contains 
a  greater  percentage  of  harmful  tarry  matter  than  that  evolved 
from  the  boiler  furnace. 

FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  THE 
SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

Considerable  time  is  spent  by  your  inspectorial  staff  in 
this  all-important  duty. 

MEAT  SUPPLY. 

The  Borough  derives  its  supply  of  meat  principally  from 
the  Public  Abattoir,  where  all  food  animals  are  stunned  prior 
to  slaughter.  Examination  on  lines  laid  down  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health’s  memorandum  insures  that  all  meat  removed  from 
the  premises  is  fit  for  human  food.  A  study  of  the  subjoined 
tables  will  show  the  importance  of  this  part  of  your  inspec¬ 
torial  staff’s  duties.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  50  dairy  farms1  in  Keighley,  accommodating 
approximately  000  milk  cows  that  are  examined  periodically 
by  your  Veterinary  Inspector,  and  of  these  farms  two  are 
licensed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  for  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  “Grade  A”  milk. 

212  inspections!  of  cowsheds  were  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectorsi  during  the  year,  when  it  was  found  that  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1920,  were  being  observed 
at  the  majority  of  the  farms.  In  one  or  two  exceptions 
slovenly  producers  were  cautioned,  with  the  desired  result. 

It  is  disappointing  to  record  that  only  7  milk  producers 
applied  for  enrolment  under  the  Accredited  Milk  Producers’ 
Scheme ;  the  reason  for  this  may  be  the  expense  involved  in 
making  additional  improvements. 

Of  the  225  retail  purveyors  in  the  Borough,  10  live  outside 
Keighley.  The  former  number  also  includes  108  shops 
registered  for  the  sale  of  bottled  or  loose  milk,  including  18 
shops  dealing  in  milk  pasteurised  in  Keighley,  and  1  licensed 
to  sell  “Certified”  milk,  produced  and  bottled  in  the  Skipton 
Rural  District.  One  retailer  also  holds  a  supplementary 
licence  to  purvey  within  the  Borough,  milk  pasteurised  in  the 
Oakworth  Urban  District. 
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191  inspections  of  dairies,  milk  shops  and  purveyors’ 
vehicles  were  made,  when  0  unsatisfactory  conditions  were 
noted  and  subsequently  rectified. 

The  use  of  the  saloon  motor  car  for  conveying  milk  in 
the  morning  and  for  private  purposes  at  other  times  is  open 
to  serious  criticism.  A  light  van  used  solely  for  retailing 
purposes  is  more  acceptable  to  the  customer  and  the  Local 
Authority.

53  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  7  rat  infested 
premises,  and  appropriate  action  was  taken  in  each  case. 

National  ‘‘Rat  Week"  was  held  from  the  1th  to  9th  of 
November,  1935,  when  the  public’s  attention  was  called  to  the 
menace  from  rats  by  the  display  of  posters ;  article®  and 
notices  in  the  local  press ;  the  circularising  of  some  250  busi¬ 
ness  men  and  farmers;  the  distribution  of  leaflets  to  senior 
scholars,  householders  and,  members  of  the  public  ;  the  display 
of  notices  at  three  cinemas  and  on  sandwich  boards.  Arising 
out  of  the  Health  Committee’s  offer  of  threepence  per  dead 
rat,  152  of  the  rodents  (all  of  the  brown  variety)  were  handed 
in. 

711  baits  were  laid  by  the  Department,  and  of  this  number, 
555  or  71.6%  were  taken — presumably  by  rats.

SHOPS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS  MADE 
THEREUNDER. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  Shops  Inspector. 

In  order  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  seen  ring  more 
uniformity  in  this  matter,  the  Shops  Inspector  attended  and 
addressed  two  meetings  in  1935,  the  one  at  the  invitation  of 
the  local  Grocers’  Association  (at  which  members  of  the 
Council  of  the  Keighley  Chamber  of  Trade  were  also  present) 
and  the  other  at  the  invitation  of  the  Keighley  Chamber  of 
Trade,  each  of  which  bodies  appreciated  the  need  for  more 
uniformity.  Steps  are  now  being  taken  towards  this  end. 

48  premises  were  visited  in  connection  with  closing,  half¬ 
day  holiday  orders;  and  the  Shops  Act  of  1934,  and  19  evening 
patrols  were  undertaken  also.  Generally,  warnings  had  the 
desired  effect,  but  in  one  case  legal  proceedings  in  respect  of 
a-  contravention  of  a<  closing  order  were  authorised,  and  these 
were  taken  in  early  1936. 

One  contravention  of  the  1934  Act  in  regard  to  sanitary 
accommodation  was  remedied. 

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  during  the  year, 
but  on  two  occasions  members  of  the  Inspectorial  Staff  gave 
evidence  on  behalf  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention 
of  Cruelty  to  Children  in  cases  taken  by  that  body.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

This  work  is  done  by  direct  labour,  the  Department  having 
a  fleet  of  eight  motor  wagons  fitted  with  covered  bodies  and 
two  horse-drawn  four  wheel  wagons,  specially  constructed 
for  this  work.  The  fleet  of  motors  consists  of  6  Fords,  1 
Morris  and  1  Dodge.  We  also  have  an  old  2  ton  Vulcan 
wagon  which  was  used  as  spare  for  emergencies  and  towing 
purposes,  and  taking  the  place  of  wagons  undergoing  repairs. 
For  some  time  this  wagon  has  had  to  be  regularly  used  on 
collection  work  owing  to  increase  in  this  direction  through 
extra  building  by  Municipal  and  private  enterprise.  In  normal 
times  all  refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  what  is  called  the  relay 
system,  the  vehicles  working  in  pairs  and  in  their  own  particu¬ 
lar  district ;  the  town  being  divided  into  five  districts  for  this 
purpose.  The  substitution  of  the  old  oak  ash  tub  is  going  on 
steadily,  the  department  having  supplied  552  galvanised  bins 
during  the  year.

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Marley  Tip  by  what  is  known 
as  Controlled  Tipping.  This!  is  done  by  packing  the  refuse 
as  close  as  possible  and  filling  all  containers,  buckets,  large 
tins,  etc.  All  tins,  except  the  large  ones,  are  thrown  out  and 
afterwards  baled  in  a  Spencer  and  Cook’s  baling  press.  These 
bales  are  saleable,  but  unfortunately  the  market  has  been 
very  low. 

Refuse  from  shops  is  collected  weekly — Thursday  morning 
is  specialy  set  apart  for  this  work.  The  refuse  is  collected 
free  except  where  there  is  an  exceptional  quantity,  when  a 
charge  is  made  after  at  the  rate  of  7s.  Gd.  per  load.  Some 
action  with  regard  to  this  will  require  to  be  taken,  as  with 
the  extra  number  of  multiple  shops,  etc.,  this  class  of  work 
is  increasing.  The  Markets  Company  and  the  Co-operative 
Society  pay  us  a  fixed  sum  quarterly  for  the  removal  of  trade 
refuse.  The  following  table  gives  the  Refuse  Collection  and 
Disposal  Costs  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1935,  as 
supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.

STREET  CLEANSING. 


This  work  is  mainly  done  by  the  Department,  the  Borough 
Engineer  cleaning  the  rural  roads.  The  work  is  done  by  hand 
labour,  chiefly  by  order  lies  or  length  men.  Altogether  we 
employ  14  sweepers.  Four  of  these  work  in  a  gang  during 
the  morning,  sweeping  the  centre  and  shopping  parts  of  the 
town,  and  afterwards  acting  as  Orderlies  in  different  districts 
daily.  Ten  men  are  continually  employed  as  Orderlies,  each 
one  being  responsible  for  his  own  particular  length  of  road. 


No.  1 — Lawkholme  Crescent,  Cavendish  Street  and  Station 
Bridge. 

No.  2 — Cook  Lane,  Low  Street  and  East  Parade. 

No.  3 — Church  Street,  South  Street  to  Goulbourne  Street, 
Bridge  Street  and  High  Street. 

No.  4 — Halifax  Hoad  to  Ingrow. 

No.  5 — Halifax  Road  from  Ingrow  to  Boundary. 

No.  6 — Skipton  Road  from  Cross  to  Spring  Gardens  Lane. 

Nos.  7  &  8 — Skipton  Road  from  Spring  Gardens  Lane  to 
Boundary. 

No.  9 — Bradford  Road. 

No.  10 — Dalton  Lane  and  Marlow  Street. 


STREET  LITTER. 

Although  we  have  a  bye-law  in  operation,  this  nuisance 
is,  I  think,  on  the  increase.  It  should  be  more  generally 
realised  that  it  is  an  offence  to  deposit  any  kind!  of  litter  on 
the  highway,  and  that  the  Police  are  empowered  to  prosecute 
in  the  commission  of  such  offence. 


STREET  GULLIES. 

All  this  work  now  come®  under  the  Department,  and  the 
method  of  cleansing  is  by  suction,  a  Dennis  550  gallon  machine 
being  in  use.  As  this  work  is  steadily  growing,  one  machine 
is  now  incapable  of  doing  justice  and  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  consider  purchasing 
another  machine.  The  machine  in  use  is  also  adapted  for 
street  washing,  but  is  not  called  upon  very  often  for  this  kind 
of  work. 
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SNOW  REMOVAL. 


In  January  and  February  we  bad  a  fair  amount  of  frost, 
which  necessitated  using  70  loads  of  'Grit  and  Ashes  and  Salt. 
In  December  we  had  frost  and  snow.  16  loads  of  Snow  were 
removed  and  202  loads  of  Grit  and  Ashes  were  used,  together 
with  a  few  tons  of  Salt.
